Multiple Problems 
‘Need Priority List 


Freestanding signs in shopping 
centers brought forth as many 
opinions as there are members of the 
Yorba Linda Planning Commission 
at last week’s workshop. 

Not only what type of sign to allow 
but how to handle the matter was 
discussed at length. It appears that 
the commission will set a policy on 
the subject and handle each center’s 
request for an identification sign on 
an individual basis. 

Horse, bicycle and hiking trails 
came in for a lot of attention at the 
session. This discussion was 
sparked by the problem of the horse 
trail proposed at the rear of the 
Friends Church property. 

The talk revealed a reported 
problem with horse riders using 
Kellogg to get to the golf course at 
the Country Club. It was said that 
many of the riders who use the street 
never retrace their steps. Commis- 
sioners were perplexed as to how 
they might exit from the golf course. 

The commission approved an 
undergrounding of utilitiles ordin- 
ance comparable to one recently 


in’ Placentia. It would

require that 
grounded except when 
able or impractical.’’ 

As commissioners listed several 
problems they have observed and 
asked for progress reports on others 
Planning Director Phil Paxton listed 
the department’s heavy work load 
and asked for a priority listing on 
solving the problems. The commis- 
sion agreed to establish a priority 
list. 

Paxton was optimistic that many 
of the problems would be getting 
attention as soon as the city uses 
federal funds it has just obtained to 
employ a new abatement officer. He 
expects the position to be filled in a 
couple of weeks time. 

The session ended on a jovial note 
as Associate Planning Director 
Vince Bautista wearily told of the 
multitude of complaints he handles 
on ‘‘barking dogs, squawking geese 
and goats.’’ He was highly hopeful 
that the new abatement officer 
would relieve him of handling those 
complaints.

Goal Of New Trustee

Kathleen Baker moved to adjourn 
her last school board meeting 
August 5, following her resignation 
after more than two years as a Yorba 
Linda school district trustee. 


Provisionally appointed to com- 
plete Baker’s term was Shirley 
Guardia of Yorba Linda. Guardia’s 
appointment is subject to a thirty 
day waiting perior, during which 
members of the community may 
petition for a special election. 


According to Board president 
James Bremer, the trustees decided 
to appoint a new board member in 
order to save the cost of an election 
and to avoid losing the services of a 
trustee until an election could be 
called. 

Baker, a full time teacher at 


Fullerton College, said she resigned 
due to difficulties ‘‘allocating time”’ 
between her family and her career. 
She is currently completing her 
thesis, in preparation for a masters 
degree in human developement at 
Pacific Oaks college in Pasadena. 

Yorba Linda schools have been 
conducting double sessions since 
‘Baker's election in April of 1973. Of 
all the issues she faced as a board 
member, Baker felt passage of the 
bond election allowing construction 
of Linda Vista school and the ending 
of double sessions had ‘‘probably 
the most impact on the community 
and the children."’ 

“The most critical problem we 
face now,’’ Baker said, ‘‘is the 
financial support of the total 
program, to give the quality of 
education that I believe Yorba Linda 
wants.”’ 


Land...Lots Of Land

Once upon a time, when kids 
wanted to play ball, all they needed 
was a ball of some kind and a little 
open land. 

But no more. 

Listen to Mayor Carolyn Ewing: 
“There will never be enough 
recreational areas for all resi- 

§.dents’’--either in Yorba Linda or in 
pany other community. 


‘We couldn’t use the (Little 
League) diamonds at Valley View 
unless we tore them up’’--Placentia 
Bob-ettes spokesman; ‘‘The Fair- 
mont site just isn’t large 
enaugh’’--Little League spokesman; 
“*Our need isn’t for lights so much as 
for land’’--Bob-ettes again; ‘‘We 
just don’t have the lights we 
need’’--Junior All-American Foot- 
ball League spokesman. 


The occasion was a special Yorba 
Linda City Council meeting Monday 
night, Aug. 11. The purpose--to get 
input regarding the needs of the 
various recreational organizations 
operating in Yorba Linda. 

They got it. 

The problem is a lot of 
organizations and not much land. 
Groups represented included Little 
League, Pop Warner, Junior 
All-American, Bob-ettes and the 
YMCA. They discussed their 
difficulties in sharing playing fields 
at Yorba Linda Junior High School 
and at the one city-scheduled facility 
at Valley View and Yorba Linda 
Boulevard. 


What the city council wanted was 
suggestions regarding the spending 
of funds allocated for the 
development of additional facilities. 
Already budgeted is money to buy 
the Valley View site, to install 
restroom and drinking fountains 
there and to acquire an additional 
(undeveloped) site at Yorba Linda 
Boulevard and Palm Avenue. 


Development of another site at 
Fairmont and Yorba Linda Boule- 
vard is also under consideration. 

An additional $30,000 has been 
allocated for a general ‘‘shopping 
list’’ of things, and it is in the 
spending of this amount that the

council requested guidance. But, 
according to councilman Dale 
Chaput, ‘*$30,000 isn’t going to do 
nothing.”’ 

‘‘We'll try to develop facilities, 
but it will depend on when the 
money is available.”’ 

Mayor Ewing countered by 
observing that she had found that 
the people of Yorba Linda prefer to 
supply their own needs when 
possible. She looks to the interested 
groups to put in a lot of their own 
backstops and drinking fountains. 

In the end, the council, in 
consultation with City Administrator 
Arthur Simonian, decided to make a 
survey of land in the city that might 
be used for recreational purposes 
(mostly school fields) measuring the 
sites to determine what organiza- 
tions might use which fields, and to 
meet again Sept. 29 to consider the 
findings. 

Also, the city would like each 
interested group to send in its 1976 
schedule together with a report on 
its activities the past year, its 
predictions of future needs, 
and--when possible--a geographical 
breakdown of where participants 
live. 

Responses should be sent to 
Simonian at City Hall to be received 


Never ‘‘particularly conscious”’ of 
being the only female trustee, Baker 
said, ‘‘there were times when an 
issue would come up that I would 
represent a mother’s view."’ 

Baker advises her successor that 
due to financial pressures ‘‘we have 
to’ be more creative in seeking 
alternatives to the problems facing 
the district."’ 

Shirley Guardia has lived in Yorba 
Linda eleven years. She and her 
husband James are best known for 
their missionary work with the 
United Methodist Church. 


During the past ten years, Shirley 
and James Guardia have accom- 
panied over 2,000 Yorba Linda 
young people to Mexico. Two 
missions, one in Tecate and one in 
San Quintin are the result of their 
labors. 

The Guardia’s have two children. 
Their daughter Linda is a senior at 
Troy high school and their son Craig 
attends Yorba Linda Junior High 
school.

said “always 


‘appreciated the wonderful school 


system we had in Yorba LInda and 
wanted to make myself available to 
help keep it that way.’’ 


She is ‘‘especially interested in 
seeing that somehow the Board 
communicates with the public better 
than we have been. The public 
would be more sympathetic at the 
polls if they understood and felt the 
needs of the schools,’’ Guardia said. 

School board life is not new to 
Shirley Guardia. Her father was 
active on the Anaheim school board 
during that city’s growth boom. 

Guardia says she is_ not 
intimidated being the only woman 
on the board, ‘‘nor am I going to go 
in waving any flags because I am a 
woman. I’m interested in what's 
best for the children of the Yorba 
Linda school district,’’ she said. 

The new trustee desires more 
input from the parents of Yorba 
Linda students. *‘] would like to have 
the public realize the invitation 
they have from the Board and 
superintendent Fox for any ideas 
that would help our school system,”’ 
she said. 

Five applicants to the school 
board were interviewed during a 
special meeting July 19. Final 
recommendations were made by an 
appointment committee, consisting 
of trustees Robert Cromwell, Paul 
Armstrong and Gerald Rost.

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Airport May Go Someplace Else 


Development of.an international 
airport to serve Orange County’s 
growing air transportation needs 
appears feasible according to 
County Supervisors Ralph Diedrich 
(local district) and Thomas Riley. 

In a meeting Thursday, the two 
Supervisors agreed to meet with 
Riverside County officials to discuss 
development of a 10,000 acre facility 
at Rancho California in Riverside 
County. Under the concept proposed 
by Riley last April, a joint airport 
authority would be created to 
include Orange, Riverside and 
possibly San Diego counties. 

Diedrich and Riley were author- 
ized by the Board of Supervisors to 
explore the plan and to begin 
preliminary discussion with officials 
of the two neighboring counties. An 
initial study performed by the 
County Airport Department staff 


indicates that the project could be 
realized in cooperation with other 
counties. 

Cost for the project, which would 
include moving some 100 to 120 
million cubic yards of dirt, is 
estimated to be about $150 million to 
be paid through combinations of 
funding, including federal grants 
and revenue bonds. 

According to the airport depart- 
ment analysis, there will be demand 
for some 40 million annual 
passenger trips by residents of 
Orange, Riverside, San Diego and 
San Bernardinao counties by 1990. 
The dual runway airport at Rancho 
California would probably handle at 
least 15 million of those trips, but 
would have the capacity for handling 
up to 30 million per year.

More Fireworks 
But Less Fires 


Both the number of fireworks- 
caused fires and the dollar loss due 
to such fires declined dramatically 
this year, according to a letter 
received by the Yorba Linda City 
Council from the Orange County 
Fire Department. 

In the letter, presented at last 
week’s council meeting, County Fire 
Chief C. M. Downs said that Yorba 
Linda had only three fires this year 
involving fireworks, compared to 14 
last year. 

Loss value for 1975 was $600, 
down from $1,650 in 1974 

Credit for the reduction was 
generally given by council tiembérs 
to new city legislation this year 
restricting sale of fireworks. Under a 
new ordinance, fireworks could be 
legally sold only to adults. 

Councilman Henry Wedaa point- 


ed out, however, that the city’s weed 
abatement program had _ been 
concluded before fireworks season 
this year. He suggested this might 
also have played a role in limiting 
fires. 

Similar legislation was adopted in 
other county cities as well. 
Consequently, Downs said, figures 
for all county cities showed similar 
declines. 

For example, only 183 fireworks 
fires were reported this year, 
versus 354 last year. Of the $32,460 
in losses, Downs noted, $21,000 
occurred in a city which did not 
adopt the ordinance. - 

Losses for 1974 were $154,350. 

Despite the reduction in fires, 
however, Downs said the fireworks 
industry reported a 10. per cent 
increase in sales in 1975. 


Teacher Hike Totals 


About A Million 


A total of 265 teachers will earn 
more than $15,000 next year for ten 
months work, under the new salary 
schedule adopted last week by the 
Board of Trustees of the Placentia 
Unified School District, the board 
States. 

Maximum on the adopted salary 
schedule for the schools’ ten months 
program is $20,115 a year. ; 

In adopting the salary schedule, 


trustees stated that if additional 
money is available from state 
sources, 55 per cent also will be 
divided among employees. 

The entire offer, exluding the 
cost-of-living stipend from the 
legislature, will cost the district tax 
payers approximately $900,000, just 
short of a million dollars 
Superintendent of Schools John 
Tynes estimated.

Congress left for a month's vacation without breaking the impasse which 
has left our relations with Turkey in a shambles and has seriously weakened 


NATO's southern flank. 


Despite efforts in the Senate to rescind the embargo of arms to Turkey, a 
handful of House members refused to budge and that body rejected a move 
to allow Turkey to take possession of some $185 million worth of material 
which it had purchased and paid for before the ban went into effect. 

Humiliated and angry the Turks swiftly retaliated by seizing 26 U.S. bases 
in their country including communications and intelligence-gathering 
Stations vital to the North Atlantic Treaty Organization’s defense network. 

Defense Secretary James Schlesinger said the loss of the military bases 
“‘has the makings of an American tragedy,’’ and he may well be right. 

The House’s intransigence represents a defeat for Secretary of State 
Henry Kissinger who, in his belief that foreign policy must be shaped far 
from the battlefield of domestic politics, seriously underestimated 


Congress’ ability to interfere. 


The problem first arose over Turkey’s use of U.S. arms in its invasion of 
Cyprus last July. Feelings ran deep among U.S. citizens of Greek descent 
over the situation in the divided Mediterranean island nation. 

They lobbied hard--and effectively--for Congress to ban further arms 


shipments to the Turks. 


In the most recent vote to uphold the ban several conservative 
Republicans even joined those voting to sustain it. Apparently they were 
angered by Kissinger’s handling of detente with the Soviet Union and his 
recent critical remarks about Russian author Aleksandr Solzhenitsyn. 

When Congress returns in September a good deal of oil is going to have to 
be poured on troubled waters by the administration if the embargo problem 


isn’t solved. 


Even then, Congress may insist that a resumption of arms shipment carry 
a quid pro quo that the material not be used on Cyprus. 

Whether the Turks will be in a mood to accept any ‘‘strings’’ is a matter of 
conjecture, and whether the Greeks will trust them is also a matter of 


conjecture. 


The Cyprus issue is one where there is ‘‘so much good on either side,”’ 
that very skillful diplomacy and a dose of good faith will be needed to reduce 


the voltage level of the issue. 


Meanwhile, the Soviets aren't wasting any time in exploiting our 
troubles. The Russians have signed an economic agreement with Turkey 
worth about $600 million to the Turks, and Soviet technicians are preparing 
to demonstrate their troop-carrying attack helicopter, the MI-8. 

Along with nature, it seems the Soviets abhor a vacuum and are prepared 
to replace us as Turkey’s arms supplier. Let us hope Kissinger and Congress 
can bury the hatchet in time to prevent this.

William E. Jones, whose district 
includes the Rancho California area. 
If agreement can be reached at that 
meeting, an application for Federal 
Aviation Administration (FAA) 
planning grants to further explore 
the feasibility of building the facility 
could result. That meeting with 
Jones should occur within the next 
eight weeks. 

Initial pans call for construction of 
two 14,000-foot runways with 
2,700-feet overruns on 3,000 acres of 
land about 2,000-feet above sea 


level. An additional 7,000 acres 
would be used for construction of 
parking lots, terminal buildings and 
other airport related facilities. 
The site identified by Riley is on 
relatively flat land and would 
require movement of about 100 
million cubic yards of dirt, compared 
to 300 million yards proposed for an 


airport at Chino Hills. Cost for the 
grading would be about $100 million 
and would take from two to three 
years. 


New: interstate freeways funded 
by the federal government will soon 
connect the Rancho California area 
to San Diego and Riverside. Ground 
access from southern Orange 
County is not yet resolved. Plans 
include road construction to serve 
the Orange County area, provided 
that the counties can agree and the 
FAA is willing to underwrite part of 
the costs. 


If agreement is reached between 
Orange and Riverside counties, they 
will jointly approach San Diego to 
solicit their participation. Those 
counties which agreed to join the 
venture could form a joint airport 
authority

Spanish For Travelers 
Class Proves Popular 


Offered this summer for the first 
time: in Yorba Linda has been a 
Spanish for Travelers class taught 
by a Yorba Lindan who combined 
her academic training with her own 
experiences traveling in Spanish- 
speaking countries. 

Janice Peddie, who has degrees 
from New ‘Jersey State Teachers 
College and from Hunter College,’ 
found that the term ‘‘traveler’’, as 
applied to her class, covered a great 
deal of territory in regard to 
students’ goals. 

In addition to men and women 
who were polishing their Spanish in 
preparation for travel, the North 
Orange County Community College 
District Adult Education class 
included other students who were 
preparing to travel new. paths in 
their careers or their community 
service. 

Some students came to classes at 
the Yorba Linda District Library to 
gain conversational skills they will 
use jin connection with church 
service projects. 

Others came to supplement their 
regular school year extended day 
class program at Fullerton College, 
where Mrs. Peddie has been helping 
them prepare to teach in bi-lingual 
neighborhoods and neighborhoods 
in which some children speak only 
Spanish. 


During the school year, Mrs. 
Peddie has taught classes for 
prospective bi-lingual instructors, 
as well as Adult Education classes in 
English-as-a-Second Language and 
in conversational Spanish. She also 
has taught in the TLC (transporta- 
tion-lunch-counseling) program for 
senior citizens. 

To plan lessons, Mrs. Peddie used 
her own experiences traveling in 
Spain and in Mexico, as well as a 
tourist guidebook collection of 
most-used sentences. 

Each session in the six-week 
summer session course helped 
students prepare for different travel 
Situations, such as arrival and 
departure at airports and ordering 
meals in restaurants. 

Several members of the 35- 
‘student class have trailers located 
along the Baja California Coast, 
while another has a regular schedule 
of two recreation vehicle trips into 
Mexico each month. 

Among Mrs. Peddie’s most avid 
students are senior citizens, who 
attend her classes during all four of 
the Adult Education program terms.

Airport Bill in Committee 


State Assembly Bill 37 which calls 
for an election on the proposed 
Chino Hills Airport, is in the Senate 
Local Government Committee and is 
scheduled for hearing on Monday, 
August 18th, Assemblyman John V. 
Briggs (R-Orange County) announc- 
ed today. 

“This biil will require the Orange 
County Board of Supervisors, upon 
receipt of a proposal for construction 
of the Airport, to call an election to 
be held within a_ radius of 
seven-and-one-half miles of the 
center point of the landing and 
take-off area of the proposed 
airport.’’ Briggs explained. 

The assemblyman stated also that 
two other bills pertaining to setting 


Nix Hitching Posts 


Strong opposition to the installa- 
tion of hitching posts in shopping 
centers throughout town was voiced 
at the Chamber of Commerce Board 
of Director's meeting. 

An informal plan for hitching 
posts was exhibited to the board. It 
was said to have been prepared by 
the EIT Committee and was 
designed to concentrate horses in 
one place in shopping centers. 

There have been complaints 
about traffic and sanitary problems 
caused by horses in centers and 
elsewhere than the designated 
riding trails. 

Although the directors vetoed the 
plan presented they agreed to 
consider plans for hitching posts in 
other areas of the city.

Edison Proposes 
“Lifeline” Rate 


A special ‘‘lifeline’’ rate to help 
low and fixed income residential 
customers meet the rising costs of 
electric service was submitted by 
Southern California EdisonCom- 


pany to the Public Utilities 
Commission. 
The ‘“‘lifeline’’ rate will be 


considered in connection with 
Edison’s application, filed in June 
1974, which requests a general rate 
increase averaging about 21% for 
the company’s customers. 

‘We hope our action, if approved 
by the CPUC, will prove to be of help 
to many of our customers, including 
senior citizens and others on 
relatively small fixed incomes,’’ said 
Edward A. Myers, Jr., Edison vice 
president. 

‘An optional ‘lifeline’ rate is 
responsive to commission and 
legislative investigations of how to 
help those residential customers 
who use limited amounts of 
electricity and who have economic 
justification for a special electric 
rate. 

“This optional rate schedule 
benefits residential customers who 
use between 150 and 280 
kilowatt-hours per month. 

“The rate would not be 
advantageous to residential custom- 
ers using less or more than the 
150-280-kwh-a-month range, and it 
would not be applicable to 


commercial or industrial custom- 
ers’,, Myers noted.

The residents typically would use 
about 20 kwh a month for lighting, 
9S kwh for operating a 14-cubic-foot 
refrigerator, 50 kwh for using a TV 
set an average of five hours a day, 4 
kwh for processing 12 washer loads, 
and 21 kwh for running small 
appliances such as a toaster, clock, 
radio, vacuum, iron and hair dryer. 

In approving the ‘‘lifeline’’ rate, 
which it is estimated would result in 
an annual revenue deficiency of 
some $6,3 million, the CPUC would 
be expected to determine how 
recovery of such revenue deficiend@@y 
would be accomplished. 

The company has suggested a 
1/10th of a cent increase per kwh in 
charges for residential usage 
exceeding 300 kwh per month for 
commission consideration in this 
regard.
